(I n te r n a tio n a l N e w s S e r v ic e ) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Smiling 
through her tears, the m other of a 
United States marine hero killed 
during the battle of Midway Island, 
accepted on Tuesday the Congres­ 
sional Medal of Honor from the 
hands of President Roosevelt for 
her boy—Capt. Richard E. Fleming. 
The nation’s highest award was 
handed to Capt. Fleming’s mother, 
Mrs. Michael E. Fleming, of 
St. 
1 Paul, Minn., in the presence of her 
two other sons, one a lieutenant in 
the Army Air Corps. 
The medal 
was awarded to Capt. Fleming be­ 
cause of his “extraordinary heroism 
and conspicuous intrepidity” during 
the defense of Midway Island last 
June. 
In the citation accompanying the 
medal, 
Capt. 
Fleming's 
feat 
of 
pressing home a bombing attack on 
an approaching Japanese battleship 
from an altitude of only 500 feet 
was recounted. 
Fleming made the 
attack although his plane had been 
hit by enemy aircraft fire. 
After scoring a near miss o h the 
stern of the battleship, Fleming’s 
plane crashed into the sea in flames. 
He is listed officially by the Navy 
as “missing in action".
